Our backbiting habit 


A STRANGE THING has happened to Israel’s diplomatic initia- 
tive in the General Assembly this week. In the outside world 
the response has ranged mostly from welcome consternation 
appreciative applause (among friends). Yet

But the Defenee Minister went on to ridicule, in this con- 
nection, what he termed the temptation “to run after head- 
dines” in the “New York Times” competing with President 
Sadat’s “peace offensive.” This remark was clearly, ied_at the 
minor campaign then waged by Israel’s mission to the 
UN — on instructions of Foreign Minister Yigal Allon. If 
nothing else, it represented the most dubious contribution late- 
tely made by any ‘Israeli leader to the credibility of Israeli 
diplomacy.
